The  1929  wheat  acreage  in  21  coxmtries  remains  at  138,760,000  acres 
against  133,766,000  acres  in  1928,  No  estimates  have  been  received  during 
the  past  week.

'  Canada  '  . 

Wheat  seeding  ha.s  "been  completed  in  Manitoba  and  Saskatchewan  and 
in  all  but  scattered  points  of  Alberta,  according  to  the  crop  report  of 
the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  issued  May  27.     The  weather  during  the  week 
preceding  the  report  was  more  favorable  with  v/armth  and  fair  conditions 
everywhere,  although  some\yhat  unsettled  toward  the  end  of  the  week,  mth 
hea\'y  shov/ers  a:id  thunderstorms.    With  the  advent  of  higher  temperat-'ures , 
good  germination  is  reported  generally  and,  where  above  ground,  wheat  is 
showing  up  Virell  in  rows,  and  growth  v/ill  be  rapid  if  the  present  weather 
continues.    Although  the  season  opened  somewhat  earlier  than  last  year, 
crops  generally  are  net   as  far  advanced  as  they  should  be  at  this  date, 
according  to  the  report,  the  cool  weather  during  the  je.  st  four  weeks  hav- 
ing prevented  growth.

Warm,  dry  weather  with  only  local  thunderstorms  prevailed  over 
E-orope  dxiring  the  week  ended  May  30,  according  to  a  cable  from  Acting 
Agricultural  Commissioner  0.  L.  Dawson  at  Berlin.     The  official  crop  re- 
port of  Hungary,  dated  May  25,  stated  that  the  condition  of  winter  rye 
at  tha.t  time  was  average  and  winter  wheat  slightly  above  average,  a»nd  aJ.- 
though  both  have  improved  since  May  1,  the  stand  is  rather  thin  in  places. 
The  outlook  for  the  v/heat ,  oa.ts  and  barley  crops  of  Czechoslovakia  is 
promising  but  the  condition  of  the  rye  crop  is  less  favorable  than  the 
other  grains.     Denmark  and  Portugal  report  improvement  in  conditions,  and 
prospects  in  both  countries  are  said  to  be  good. 

A  report  of  the  Coimissariat  of  Agriculture  f  or  .  Russia  covering 
the  period  from  May  10  to  May  20  states  that  the  condition  of  winter 
crops  is  average  over  the  greater  part  of  the  country,  Mr,  Dawson  reioorts. 
Conditions  in  the  Central  Industrial  and  Central  Fertile  Regions  are  possi' 
beloT/  average  and  in  North  Caiicasus  partly  above  average.     Spring  crops  are 
developing  well  and  conditions  are  rather  favorable  as  a  whole.

The  1929  wheat  production  in  India  is  now  estiir^ted  at  313,973,000 
"bushels,  according  to  the  second  estimate  as  cabled  by  the  Indian  Depart- 
ment of  Statistics.    The  second  estimate  indicates  an  increase  of 
5,453,000  "bushels,  or  2  per  cent,  over  the  first  estimate,  and  is 
25,162,000  "bushels,  or  9  per  cent,  atove  the  final  ostimate  of  the  1928 
crop  of  288,811,000  "bushels.    The  estimate  of  acreage  Jhas  also  "been  in- 
creased by  351,000  acres  to  31,855,000  acres,  which  is  461,000  below  the 
final  estimate  of  32,216,000  acres  in  1928.

Cash  wheat  markets  weakened  during  the  weak  ended  May  24  and 
weighted  average  cash  prices  of  all  classes  declined,  resulting. in  a  de- 
cline of  two  cents  to  10].  cents  per  "bushel  in  the  weighted  average  price 
of  all  classes  and  grades  of  wheat  at  the  six  principal  irarkets  as  com- 
pared vath  147  cents  last  year.     Hard  winter  wheat  suffered  the  greatest 
decline;  llo.  2  hard  at  Kansas  City  declined  three  cents  to  one  dollar  pe; 
bushel  as  compared  with  153  cents  last  year.     No.  2  soft  winter  at  St, 
Louis  declined  tvio  cents  to  116  cents,  the  lowest  weekly  average  price 
since  1923,  as  compared  with  179  cents  a  year  ago.    No.  1  dark  northern 
spring  at  Minneapolis  declined  three  cents  to  121  cents  as  compared  with 
161  cents  last  year.     The  price  of  all  grades  of  d-'orum  declined  but'  that 
of  No,  2  amber  at  Minneapolis  advanced  five  cents  to  114  cents  as  against 
138  a  ysar  ago.    Western  white  at  Seattle,  as  indicated  by  the  average  of 
daily  cash  quotations  declined  a'oproximately  one  cent  to  108  cents  per 
bushel  as  compared  with  143  cents  last  year.     Cash  prices  have  continued 
to  decline  since  May  24.     Due  to  a  decline  at  Minneapolis  and  a  small  ad- 
vance in  prices  at  Winnipeg,  the  spread  between  the  cash  closing  prices 
at  those  cities  narJlowed  three  cents  during  the  week  and  was  four  cents 
in  favor  of  Minneapolis  the  week  ended  May  24  as  compared  with  a  spread 
of  12  cents  last  year. 

Continued  weakness  in  the  wheat  futures  markets  during  the  week 
ended  MaySO  caused  prices  to  decline  to  new  low  levels  for  this  crop 
year  and  the  lowest  for  several  years.     Generally  favorable  conditions 
over  the  domestic  winter  wheat  belt,  lower  Liverpool  prices,  and  trade 
reports  of  rain  in  Canada  where  rain  was  needed  were  factors  contribut- 
ing to  a  further  decline. in  prices.     On  May  29,  July  futures  at  Chicago 
closed  at  100  cents  per  bushel  as  compared  with  106  cents  on  Thursday 
of  the  week  before  and  144  cents  a  year  aigo.     The  declines  in  July  future 
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at  Kansas  City  and  Minneapolis  during  the  vyeek  V7ere  six  and  seven  cents  re- 
spectively.   At  Liverpool,  July  fut^jres.  closed  at  115  cents  as  compared  with 
117  cents  on  the  TTednesday  "before,  and  155  cents  a  -^'^ar  a^o.

.POREIGN  AGSICULTIHAL  MJIPKET  COIIDITIONS 

A  tendency  toward  improvement  has  been  noted  during  April  and  May 
in  sorr.e  of  the  factors  affecting  the  European  demand  for  American  agri- 
cultural products,  but  much  of  the  apparent  betterment  was  seasonal,  ac- 
cording to  information  received  from  Ar.erican  Agricultural  Commissioners, 
from  the  Department  of  ComaTierce,  and  other  sources.     The  situation  from 
the  standpoint  of  general  purchasing  power,  as  indicated  by  general  econ- 
omic conditions,  is  likely  to  inrprove  somewhat  along  with  the  heavy  sea- 
sonal decline  in  -jnemplo;/m.ent ,  particiilarly  on  the  Continent.     The  inter- 
national credit  stringency,  however,   is  a  factor  tending  to  check  indus- 
trial development.     The  final  outcome  of  the  Paris  reparations  negotia- 
tions, of  course,  will  also  have  considerable  influence  on  European  busi- 
ness developments. 

In  Great  Britain,  the  leading  export  market  for  American  agricul- 
tural products,  seasonal  revivals  in  industry  have  reduced  unemployment 
materially.    General  industrial  activity,  however,  as  reflected  by  un- 
emploj/ment  returns,  remains  below  last  year's  level.     Money  rates  con- 
tinue high.    Both  the  recent  general  election  and  the  progress  of  the 
reparations  negotiations,  partic-iolarly  the  latter,  have  given  som.e 
ground  for  uncertainty  concerning  future  economic  policy.    Foreign  trade 
totals  continue  to  run  behind  those  of  last  year,  but  the  levels  of 
recent  months  have  been  maintained  or  improved. 

The  most  important  developments  in 'economic  conditions  on  the 
Continent  d-jiring  April  and  May  were  the  rapid  seasonal  decline  of  unem- 
ployment in  Central  Europe  and  the  large-scale  seasonal  improvement  in 
industrial  occupation.     That  situation  was  accentuated  by  the  accumula- 
tion of  work  through  an  unusually  hard  winter,     Tliere  have  been  also 
some  signs  of  increased  optimism  ih  Central  Europe  regarding  future  de- 
velopments, but  that  feeling  has  been  held  in  check  by  doubts  concerning 
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the  oijitccme  cf  the  reparations  conference,  and  oy  sane  unfavorable  de- 
velopments in  the  position  of  German  foreign  .exchange.     There  were  some 
withdrawals  of  foreign  funds,  pai'ticularly  from  Central  European  and 
Italian  credit  markets,  during  April,  which  led  to  increases  of  "bank 
rates  in  Sermar^r,  Austria,  and  Hungary..    It  is  anticipated  that  those 
developments  will  hinder  the  expansion  of  industrial  activity  in  those 
ccrantries.     On  the  wnole,  satisfactory  industrial  conditions  were  main- 
tained or  improved  in  France,  Belgi'am,  Netherlands,  and  Scandir^avia. 

Considering  the  markets  for  important  agricultural  products,  there 
are  indications  cf  significant  ra^?  cotton  requiraaents  despite  more  or 
less  curtailment  of  mill  activity  in  3-ermar^  and  other  Central  European 
corantries.     Sales  of  cotton  yarns  were  likewise  less  satisfactory  during 
April  in  Franco,  Eelgrom,  and  Italy,  hut  early  in  liay  there  was  seme  im- 
provement in  the  two  former  co-ontries.     Continental  spinners'  takings  cf 
American  cotton  during  the  h  weeks  ended  May  3  reached  355.000  hales 
against  37^,000  oalos  for  the  k  preceding  weeks,  and  423,000  hales  for 
the  correspondir;g  weeks  of  1928.     Takings  for  the  season  to  May  3  were 
3,367,000  oa.les  against  ^,145,000  hales  last  year.     Continental  port 
stocks  of  raw  cotton  on  April  26,  I929  were  Sbl.OOO  hales  against  Ql^.OOO 
bales  a  year  earlier, 

SJijiropean  wheat  markets  were  quieter  during  May  after  a  period  of 
activity  late  in  April.     Import  purchases  remained  large,  however,  par- 
ticularly in  the  case  of  France,  hut  also  in  the  Mediterranean  countries 
and  Germany.     Fiecont  price  declines  have  liad  a  stimulating  effect  xvpon  the 
demand  for  American  durum  wheat.     Import  requirem.ents  for  Europe  as  a 
whole  durir^  the  remainder  of  the  season  are  thought  to  he  at  least  as 
large  as  during  the  same  period  of  lS2g,  and  prohahly  larger.  Estimates 
prepared  hy  this  Bureau  indicate  that  the  European  imports  of  wheat  and 
flc:Lr  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  I929,  will  ran  hetvveen  5S5,OOC,CCO 
bushels  and  662,000,000  bushels,  against  actual  imports  of  652,000,000 
bushels  for  the  preceding  year. 

Heports  on  winter-kill  and  crop  conditions,  v/hile  poor  in  sections, 
for  the  Continent  as  a  whole  do  not  offer  any  material  support  to  the 
present  wheat  market.     Since  the  middle  of  May,  weather  conditions  have 
been  more  favorable  to  the  crop.     The  delay  in  vegetation,  however,  may 
mean  prolonged  dependence  on  foreign  supplies.     Sotiewhat  unfavorable 
barley  crop  prospects  in  Europe  point  to  sane  improved  demand  for  foreign 
barley  in  the  near  fiituro.     Imports  of  American  barley  for  the  first 
quarter  of  I929  wore  considerably  under  those  of  1922.     The  Continent 
shows  continued  interest  in  Argentine  oats.    Relatively  high  prices  of 
corn  do  not  seem  to  suggest  much  chance  for  an  imminent  increase  in  Euro- 
pean takings,  particalarly  since  feed  wheat  is  available  at  low  prices. 
Feed  grain  markets  generally  have  been  quiet; 
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The  pork  market  in  imiDortant  E^iropean  consToiiiing  countries  exper- 
ienced a.  general  upward  movement  in  prices  during  April,  with,  a  slight 
reaction  coirilng  'oy  nid-May,     The  apple  ana  prune  markets  also  showed  im- 
provement,   Dut  prices  for  Winesaps  weakened  temporarily  as  a  result  of 
over-supply.     liVhile  it  is  still  too  early  to  form  a  definite  opinion  on 
the  v/inter-kill  to  continental  fruit  trees,  it  seems  that  frost  damage 
to  peaches  and  apricots,  apples,  pears,  and  plums  is  considera.'ble.  Most 
of  the  complaints  are  heard  from  Poland,  Switzerland,  Austria,  and 
Czechoslovakia.     Prune  trees  in  Yugoslavia  seem  to  have  come  through  the 
winter  satisfactorily,  hut  some  complaints  are  heard  ahout  insect  damage. 
Blossoming  was  satisfactory,  particularly  in  Bosnia,  and  the  trade  ex- 
pects good  crops  if  conditions  are  normal  from  now  on. 

United  Kingdom 

By  May  6  the  number  of  unemployed  registered  in  Great  Britain  and 
Northern  Ireland  was  l,l67,000  against  1,21b, 000  a  month  earlier  and 
1,1-+^, 000  a  year  ago,  according  to  the  Department  of  Commerce.     The  out- 
put of  iron  and  steel  during  April  and  May  continued  in  good  volume,  as 
has  occupation  in  the  engineering  and  shiphuilding  lines.     The  automo- 
hile  trade  has  heen  active  and  locomotive  "builders  are  Dusy.  Activity 
in  coal,  however,  has  heen  slowing  up,  with  stocks  accrunulating.  Gon- 
siderahle  uncertainty  continues  to  be  manifest  in  m.ost  branches  of  the 
textile  industry,  with  the  oriental  demand  for  cotton  goods  less  active 
than  earlier  in  1929.     The  raw  cotton  market  has  been  reported  as  very 
sensitive  to  weather  reports  in  recent  weeks,   with  an  unsettling  effect 
upon  activity  in  Manchester. 

Some  tendency  toward  additional  reductions  in  output  of  cotton 
goods  has  been  encouraged  by  the  decline  in  oriental  biaying  and  only 
moderate  continental  interest.     A  private  agency  places  the  deliveries 
of  raw  cotton  to  mills  diaring  the  first  quarter  of  1929  at  only  gc4,000 
bales  agaijist  326,000  bales  for  the  same  period  of  last  year.  Exports 
this  year  of  United  States  cotton  to  the  United  Kingdom  have  been  larger 
than  last,  and  there  has  been  some  accnmalation  of  stocks.     In  the  wool 
manufacturing  industry,  wage  reductions  have  been  instituted  in  an  effort 
to  lower  production  costs.     Prices  of  both  raw  materials  and  finished 
goods  also  have  gone  down  in  recent  veeks,  but  as  yet  there  have  been  no 
significant  increases  in  mill  activity.     Exports  of  wool  products  daring 
April  were  belov/  those  of  both  the  preceding  month  and  a  year  ago. 

In  wheat,  the  spot  market  showed  a  tendency  toward  additional  firm- 
ness during  April  and  May,  but  futures  lost  ground  over  the  same  period, 
which  last  year  was  m.arked  by  little  or  no  weakness,     Liverpool  July  fu- 
tures averaged  $1.^9  ps^  bushel  in  the  week  ended  May  23,  against  ^l.bl  a 
year  earlier.     IJet  imports  of  wheat  and  flour  into  the  United  Kingdom 
from  July  1  to  March  31,  1928-29  reached  150,000,000  bushels  ag'ainst 
160,000,000  bushels  for  the  same  period  of  1927-2.^.     The  most  recent 
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estimate  by  this  3-areau  of  the  British  requirements  for  the  year  ended 
June  30,  1929  places  the  minimum  at  195,000,OCO  bushels  and  the  maximum 
at  210,000,000  bushels,  against  a  total  for  1927-2J?  of  211,000,000 
bushels.     With  regard  to  pork,  a  good  deal  of  comment  has  been  forthcom- 
ing during  April  and  Ma;^''  on  the  high  prices  of  c"ared  products  in  the 
British  market.    1,'ost  accounts  agree  that  the  sharp  advance  over  last 
year's  prices  is  largely  the  result  of  reduced  quantities  being  received 
from  the  European  continent,  notably  bacon  from  Derjnark.    British  imports 
of  American  chared  products  during  April  were  only  slightly  under  March, 
>Yith  ham  imports  larger  th^n  for  any  month  since  August  192S.     Since  May 
1  there  h^s  been  some  tendency  toward  slightly  lower  price  levels  in  most 
lines,  but  the  whole  range  is  '.veil  above  that  of  a  year  ago.  Additior^l 
details  covering  the  British  pork  market  appear  on  page  821  of  this  issue, 

G-enr.any 

The  decline  in  German  commercial  and  industrial  activity  in  evidence 
since  about  the  middle  of  1928  was  checked  by  good  seasonal  revival  during 
April  and  May,  Mr.  Eawson  reports.    Tjnemplo^rTnent  lias  decreased  considerably 
in  recent  weeks,  but  the  total  of  1,32^,000  for  May  1,  while  3^43,000  below 
fig-ares  for  April  15,  v;as  still  ^33,000  greater  than  a  year  ago.  Pessi- 
mism concerrJ.ng  the  reparations  future  is  ::itei  as  having  aggravated  an 
already  restricted  money  market,  and  the  increase  of  1  per  cent  in  the 
Reichsbank  rediscount  rate  is  expected  to  influence  business  unfav-orably. 
The  building  trades  underr.ent  considerably  seasoniil  improvement  following 
Saster,  but  developments  are  hampered  by  the  high  cost  of  capital.  The 
coal  output  for  April  was  maintained  at  high  levels.     The  domestic  iron  and 
steel  market  was  scai.^-what  more  active,  but  export  inquiry  was  down.  Agri- 
cult-oral  machinery  makers  were  seasonally  better  emploj^ed,  with  other 
machinery  branches  less  favorably  placed.     Some  improvement  has  been  noted 
also  in  the  chemical,  autcnotive  and  wool  textile  industries,  but  new 
orders  declined  in  electrical  goods  and  cotton  textiles. 

April  and  May  developments  in  the  German  cotton  textile  industry 
made  little  or  no  gain  over  the  more  or  less  unsatisfactory  conditions  pre- 
vailing earlier  in  the  year.     In  fact,  there  were  further  curtailments  in 
occupation  with  new  orders  slow  to  materialize  and  prices  tending  dovsnward 
under  the  pressure  of  foreign  competition.     Imports  of  raw  cotton  into 
German^^  from  August  1  to  March  31,  at  about  1,022,000  bales,  were  slightly 
under  the  figures  of  a  year  ago,  Mr.  Dawson  reports.    United  States  fig- 
ures on  cotton  exports  to  Germariy  for  the  current  season  are  also  below 
last  year.     The  annual  consumption  of  all  rav/  cotton  in  Germany  is  esti- 
mated at  1,100,000  to  1,300,000  bales.     Imports  over  th^t  figure,  there- 
fore, give  some  indication  of  the  movement  of  cotton  through  Germany  to 
Czechoslovakia,  Austria,  Hungary,  Poland,  Switzerland,  and  to  some  extent 
the  Netherlands.     Bremen  stocks  of  all  cotton  on  May  17  were  below  a  year 
ago. 

Crop  conditions  in  German,."  are  reported  as  fairly  good.     The  winter- 
killing of  wheat,  while  greater  than  last  year,  was  not  unusually  heavj'  for 
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the  country  as  a  whole.     For  rye'  it  v;as  even  belo'.v  that  of  last  year. 
Vegetation  is  considerably  delayed,  hut  exceT)t  for  some  deficiency  in 
moisture,  recent  weather  has  heen  favorable.     Consideration  is  heing  given 
a  proposal  to  increase  the  import  duties  on  wheat  and  other  measures  de- 
signed to  affect  the  price  of  agr icultiiral  commodities.     Domestic  wheat  at 
Kamhixrg  averaged  $1.50  per  bushel  for.  the  first  2  ?;eeks  of  J/Iay.     That  fig- 
mre  was  about  2  cents  below  the  averages  for' March  and  April.-  -  Imports  of 
wheat  and  flour  into  Germany  from  July  1,  1928  to  March  31,  1929  reached 
about  4-9,000,000  bushels  against  71,000,000  bushels  for  the  corresponding 
months  of  1927-28,    Preliminary  April  figures  show  heavy  imports  of  wheat, 
and  are  expected  oo  be  about  eq.-ual  to  those  of  last  year.    Estimates  made 
in  this  Bureau  place  probable  German  imports  of  wheat  and  flour  between 
75,000,000  bushels  and  90,000,000  bushels  for  the  year  ended  J\me  30,  1929, 
against  an  actual  import  of  92,000,000  bushels  for  the  preceding  year. 

In  the  German  pork  market,  hog  prices  d-oring  most  of  May  were  under 
the  April  average.     Even  at  the  easier  levels,  however,  the  May  1929  fig- 
ures showeeb  substantial  gains  over  those  of  last  year.     Lard  prices  also 
sought  lower  levels  in  May,  and  were  slightly  i-mder  those  of  a  year  ago. 
The  German  imports  of  lard  were  larger  in  April  than  in  either  the  preced- 
ing month  or  a  year  ago.    Bacon  imports,  whale  under  those  of  March,  1929, 
were  larger  than  in  April  1928.    Additional  details  on  the  German  pork 
market  situation  appear  on  page  823  of  this  issue.     The  cattle  market, 
follov/ing  price  declines  in  the  second  half  of  April,  showed  some  recovery 
toward  the  end  of  the  month. 

April  auctions  of  American  apples  were  important,  at  increasing 
prices  for  Newtown,  Rome  Beauty,  and  Ortley.    An  over-supply  of  Winesap 
tem.porarily  weakened  the  prices  of  that  line.     Offers  of  American  aoples 
at  Hamburg  v.'ere  unusually  large  throughout  tha  month.     The  prune  market  im- 
proved considerably  owing  largely  to  better  consijmer  demand.    Prune  stocks 
in  Yugoslavia  are  reported  as  entirely  exhausted.     German  imports  of  prunes 
between  AugU-st  1  an(i  March  31,  1928-29,  reached  34,399  short  tons,  of  which 
29,226  short  tons  .ce;ne  from  the  United  States  and  4,664  short  tons  were  from 
Y-ugoslavia*     The  corresponding  1927-28  figures  were:     Total,  22,175;  from, 
the  United  States,  16,402;  Yugoslavia,  4,952. 

Prance 

Prench  indastries  continued  generally  active  during  April  and  May, 
according  to  llr ,  Dawson.     Interest  rates  are  relatively  low  when  compared 
with  other  European  countries.    Activity  in  coal  and  iron  is  good,  v/ith 
the  latter  well  supplied  with  both  foreign  and  domestic  orders.     Some  short- 
age of  skilled  workers  is  apparent,  especially  in  iron  and  steel.    The  cot- 
ton textile  industry  experienced  a  reduced  demand  for  yarn  during  April  and 
apparently  imsold  stocks  of  cotton  yarn  have  increased  somewhat.    The  weav- 
ing mills ,  however ,  are  active  with  incoming  orders  satisfactory.  Exports 
of  Ammerican  cotton  to  Pr^ce  place  the  total  for  the  period  August  1  -  May 
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17,  1928-29,  below  that  of  the  same  period  of  1927-28.    The  HaA're  stocks 
of  all  cotton  on  May  17  also  were  smaller  than  a  year  earlier. 

Since  late  in  April,  crop  and  livestock  conditions  have  made  some 
improvement.    The  "better  conditions  hro-jght  some  easing  in  the  wheat  mar- 
ket, '.vhich  had  strengthened  somev/hat  during  April.     French  soiarces  place 
wheat  and  flo-'jr  imports  into  that  cotintry  from  July  1  to  March  31,  1928-29 
below  the  47,000,000  bushels  for  the  corresponding  period  of  last  yeaX. 
For  the  3  months,  April  -  June,  imports  are  expected  to  reach  12,000,000 
bushels,  giving  a  total  for  the  c^orrent  year  of  46,000,000  bushels  against 
actual  imports  of  54,000,000  last  year.    The  provisional  1928-29  figure  is 
slightly  higher  than  the  maximum •  est imate  for  Fra.nce  made  by  this  Bureau. 
The  French  prune  industry  reports  considerable  dsmage  resulting  from  bad 
weather  in  l.-arch  and  April,    present  stocks  are  low  as  a  result  of  last 
year's  small  crop.    Prices  in  all  cases  have  been  in  excess  of  those  quoted 
on  California  stock,  even  including  the  import  duty.    ITo  difficulty,  how- 
ever, is  anticipated  by  holders  of  American  stock  in  disposing  of  thoir  g.acd3 . 

Italy 

General  industrial  occjpation  was  largely  unchanged  during  April 
and  Way  as  against  the  preceding  month,  according  to  Mr,  Dawson,    The  ad- 
vance in  the  official  redisco-ont  rate,  however,  is  vievred  in  some  q^uarters 
as  the  start  of  a  new  movement  toward  credit  deflation  held  necessary  to 
protect  the  c-.^rrency  but  which  may  check  general  Italian  business  activity. 
Seasor^al  reductions  have  occ^orred  in  unemployment  largely  through  greater 
activity  in  building  and  agriculture.     Other  enterprises  to  show  better 
occ-jpation  are  iron,  steel,  automotive,  wool  and  rayon. 

Cotton  spinning  mills  retain  about  the  March  rate  of  activity/-,  with 
unfilled  orders  down  sligholy,  but  larger  th-an  last  year.    Yarn  sales  d-or- 
ican  cotton  to  Italy  were  larger  for  the  period  A-j^ast  1  -  May  17,  1923-29 
than  a  year  earlier,    Genoa  stocks  of  all  cotton  on  luay  17  also  were  above 
those  of  last  year.     Favorable  crop  proapects  and  large  imports  to  date 
are  expected  to  hold  wheat  req-ircments  for  Usjj  and  Jjne  materially  below 
the  24,000,000  bushels  in^jorted  d-ioring  those  months  in  1928.    Hecent  esti- 
mates by  this  3-urea- 1,  placed  the  maximim  Italian  ir5)orts  for  the  year  ending 
J-une  50,  1929  above  the  imports  of  87,000,000  bushels  for  the  preceding 
year, 

Belgi-jm 

Industrial  progress  in  Belgi^jm  continued  satisfactory  during  ipril 
and  I^ay,  Mr,  Dawson  observes.    There  is  practically  no  unemployTient ,  and 
the  wage  increases  have  been  reflected  in  a  better  dem.and  for  consumer 
goods.    The  coal,  iron  and  steel,  machinery,  chemicals,  glass,  and  cement 
industries  axe  all  well  occiipied.     The  situation  in  cotton  textiles  is 
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aoout  the  same  as  in  France,  p;ith.  yarn /business  slower,  "but  a  good  demand 
for  woven  goods.    Wheat  and  flour  imports  for  the  9  months,  July  -  March, 
1928-2S  were  placed  "by  Belgian  sources  slightly  helow  those  of  the  corre- 
sponding months  of  1927-28.     Imports  jJor  April  -  June,   1929,  however,  v/ere 
expected  to  he  slightly  larger  than  the  10,000,000  hushels  imported  a  year 
ago.     'The  Bureau's  estimate  of  Belgian  maximum  requirements  for  the  year 
ending  June  30,  1929,   is  somewhat  higher  than  the  42,000,000  hushels  im- 
ported last  year, 

Netherlands 

The  Netherlands  industries  other  than  agriculture  showed  a  contin- 
uance during  April  and  May  of  the  good  coriditions  of  recent  months.  Un- 
employment has  fallen  sharply  with  hetter  weather  and  there  has  been  some 
increase  in  wages.     The  money  market  remained  generally  tight  in  April, 
hiat  rates  showed  a  tendency  to  decline.     Leaders  in  the  current  activity 
are  the  shiphuilding,  textile,  huildinp,  fu'l-niture ,  paper,  oleomargarine, 
electrical,  and  radio  industries.     In  agriculture,  the  winter-killing  of 
grains  ran  unusually  high,  with  a  prohahle  outturn  of  wheat  and  harley 
considerahly  helo^v  l.ast  year,  hut  a  hetter  outlook  for  rye.     Later  reports 
for  May  indicate  the  coming  of  more  favorahle  weather  conditions.    ITet  im- 
ports of  wheat  and  flour  for  the  current  year  to  March  31  were  helow  those 
of  the  same  period  of  1927-28.     It  is  anticipated  that  the  April  -  June 
imports  this  year  will  be  25  per  cent  larger  than  the  7,000,000  hushels 
imported  during  those  months  of  1928,    The  Bureau  estimates  that  Nether- 
lands wheat  imports  for  the  current  year  to  June  30  will  ahout  equal  the 
imports  of  31,000,000  hushels  for  the  year  ended  June  30,1928.    The  Neth- 
erlands dairy  otitput  has  heen  delayed  hy  the  late  spring.     During  the  firs 
half  of  April  the  generally  light  European  hutter  output  strengthened  the 
market  for  Netherlands  hutter,  especially  in  Belgium,  Germany,  and  France, 
hut  the  market  weakened  as  the  month  advanced.     The  cheese  market  was 
generally  less  satisfactory  than  was  that  for  hutter, 

Czechoslovakia 

Reports  from  Czechoslovakia  up  to  May  20  showed  little  change  in 
the  relatively  favorahle  husiness  situation,  Mr.  Dawson  reports.  Unem- 
ployment continued  to  decline.     Increased  activity  in  huilding  operations 
has  had  a  favorahle  influence  on  a  numher  of  other  Industries.     Coal  pro- 
duction has  heen  high;     Some  industries,  however,  especially  textiles, 
experienced  some  reduction  activity,  which  affected  hoth  flax  and  cotton. 
Raw  cotton  imports  from  Aug'ist  1  to  Fehniary  28,  1928-29  amoionted  to  the 
equivalent  of  323,000  hales  of  500  pounds,  against  371,000  hales  last 
year.     The  activity  in  Czechoslovak  spinning  mills  was  99.8  in  Fehraary 
1929  against  109  per  cent  a  year  earlier.     The  wool  industry  showed  a  de- 
cline last  month,  while  silk  continued  satisfactory.     In  the  ?/heat  market, 
domestic  offerings  increaso.d  toward  the  end  of  April,  causing  a  decline 
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in  prices.    According  to  private  reports,  the  grain  outlook  is  fairly 
favorctle.    ITet  ir:ports  of  wheat  and  flour  for  the  current  year  have  "been 
under  those  of  last  year,  and  the  total  to  June  50  is  expected  to  cc  be- 
low last  year's  total.     Imports  for  the  period  ViPXch  -  June,  hovrever,  show 
sifns  of  ranning  ahead  of  the  sane  raonths  of  1928,     The  hops  market  was 
fairly  active  in  April  vrith  frost  dnznage  apparently  smaller  than  antici- 
pated* 

AJ^strija. 

Good  seasonal  improvement  was  evident  in  A'Jstrian  "business  condi- 
tions during  April  and  May,  Mr,  Da"73on  reports.    Unemployment  declined  to 
196, 5CG  on  April  15  as  against  235,100  on  March  15,  and  173,700  as    of  April 
15,19o8,      I;Ioney  has  been  closely  held,  hot^ever,  and  the  National  Bank  ad- 
vanced its  redisco-jxit  rate  1  per  cent  to  7,5  per  cent  as  of  April  24,  In- 
dustries reportin,-;;  increased  operations  include  building,  iron  and  steel, 
and  electrical  materials.    The  other  mota.1  trades,  along  with  the  automo- 
bile, v^ocd,  leather,  end  bre^ring  industries,  have  recently  experienced  some 
unfavorable  developments.     The  textile  lines  continue  more  or  less  depressed, 
with  some  betterment  in  the  woolen  section,  but  complaints  of  smsJ.1  profits 
have  been  common  in  the  cotton  branch.     Crop  prospects  are  satisfactory , 
Imports  of  rheat,  however,  arc  reported  as  increasing  recently,  and  the 
grain  markets  during  April  showed  a  satisfactory  volime  of  business,  with 
prices  easier  toward  the  end  of  the  month, 

Poland 

Most  of  the  chnnj-es  evident  in  Polish  industrial  affairs  observable 
during  April  and  ivfey  were  of  o  less  favorable  riature,  Mr,  Dawson  observes. 
Conditions  in  the  international  mcney  mark^^t  render  the  Polish  situation 
some\7hat  uncertain  and  tend  to  agi:v:v.-c.tc  the  laonoy  stringency.    The  cotton 
te::tile  industrj)-,  partic^ilarly ,  has  had  to  cnartail  operations,  and  further 
restrictions  are  contemplated.    Crop  prospects  are  variable,  with  contin- 
ued reports  of  winter  killing  being  heavier  than  expected.    The  press  ob- 
serves a  braad  grain  crop  smaller  t.irji  that  of  1928.    A  shortage  of  domestic 
supplies  held  the  grain  market  firm  during  most  nl  Al^ril,  bat  weakened  in 
sympathy  with  the  German  market,  tut  hog  prices  rose  as  a  result  of  Austria 
agreeing  to  take  560,000  Polish  hogs  annually. 

Scandinavian  coun~ries 

Mrst  of  the  rece'.it  developments  in  Sweden,  while  favorable,  were 
seasonal  and  particularly  outstanding  ov/ing  to  tne  ■'onusually  severe  weather 
of  the  past  winter.     The  almost  universal  European  credit  stringency  has 
been  felt  also  in  S"7eden,    Unemployment  has  shown  a  seasonal  decline,  and 
the  chemical,  wood  pulp,  paper,  and  lumber  in±astries  are  reporting  good 
sales  returns.     S'vedish  imports  of  wheat  so  far  this  yeax  have  been  below 
1927-28,  and  the  total  to  June  60  is  ercpected  to  be  smaller  than  a  year  ago. 
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The  favorable  developments  in  Denoark  during  the  past  2  months 
were  largely  by  way  of  recovery  from  the  bad  winter,  but  there  are  indi- 
cations of  more  fundamental  improvement  also.    Unemployment  as  of  May  1 
was  below  tnat  of  a  year  ago,  but  is  still  viewed  as  a  serious  problem. 
Many  branches  of  industry  show  a  limited  a.-aount  of  improvement,  but  tex- 
tiles are  among  those  rem.aining  at  relatively  low  levels  of  production.  In 
the  important  agric^oltural  lines,  pork  has  been  the  most  remunerative,  with 
prices  more  than  40  per  cent  above  a  year  ago,  but  production  and  exports 
reduced.     Butter  prices  during  April  were  more  than  10  per  cent  under  those 
of  last  year,  but  prices  of  cheese  and  eggs  v/ere  about  the  samie  as  in  1928. 


THE  FOHSICrlv  POSK  liUKJ^iS  SITUATION 

A  definite  tendency  toward  lever  hog  and  pork  prices  developed 
during  May  in  both  Europe  and  the  United  States,  according  to  information 
available  in  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Eureau  of  Agric^oltural  Econom.ics. 
The  current  levels,  however,  are  still  substantially  higher  than  those  of 
a  year  ago  with  the  exception  of  lard  prices.     The  better  conditions  for 
producing  hogs  prevailing  in  racent  months  were  i'uproved  further  during 
the  month  on  both  sides  of  the  Atlantic  through  feed  prices  having  de- 
clined relatively  more  than  hog  prices.     There  is  an  increasing  amount  of 
evidence  supporting  reported  European  intentions  to  increase  hog  numbers 
this  year.     The  featiore  of  the  export  trade  of  the  United  States  in  pork 
produc+s  d-'oring  April  was  the  tmusually  large  export  of  hams  and  shoulders, 
mostly  to  the  United  Kingdom,  at  Prices  abo^vC  those  paid  for  the  March 
exports.     Bacon  exports  did  not  reach  the  March  level,  but  were  larger  than 
those  of  April  a  year  ago.     Lard  e:-:ports  were  also  lower  for  the  m.onth. 
Domestic  stocks  have  increased  and  both  American  and  European  prices  are 
do'vwi  to  or  below  those  of  last  year. 

In  Great  Britain,  the  most  important  foreign  consumer  of  American 
pork  products,  prices  during  May  declined  for  bacon,  but  were  steady  for 
American  hams  at  about  April  levels.     In  m.ost  cases,  however,   the  May 
average  was  above  that  of  April.     The  provision  trade  has  given  consider- 
able attention  to  the  situation  in  bacon  supplies  and  prices,   to  the  ex- 
tent m  some  instances  of  reco'maending  curtailment  of  consuniption  to  bring 
down  prices.     There  was  an  upvv^ard  turn  in  bacon  imports  during  April  with 
generally  increased  receipts  from  the  Continent.     Earn  imports  also  were 
larger  than  in  eitl'Cr  the  preceding  month  or  a  year  ago.     Stocks  of  cured 
pork  at  the  end  of  April  were  larger  than  those  of  a  month  earlier,  but 
below  a  year  ago  when  imports  were  heetvier.    A  decline  is  noted  in  the 
April  lard  inports,  with  prices  tending  do-^Ti  toward  last  year's  levels 
during  April  and  May.     Lard  stocks  as  of  April  cO  made  another  increase 
for  1929,  and  also  exceeded  those  of  a  year  earlier. 
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[Tne  advanced  prices  of  cured  pork  drev?  continental  supplies  to  the 
market  during  April  which  Tzere  larger  than  in  March  but  still  well  "below 
those  of  last  year.    Lower  figures  on  receipts  and  slaughter  in  Germany, 
however,  irdicate  no  iinmediate  important  increases  in  continental  pork 
production,  hut  there  is  increasing  evidence  of . the -existence  of  condi- 
tions favoraole  to  hog  hreedii^g  on  the  Continent  which  carry  the  sugges- 
tion of  a  r^a^erially  larger  potential  pork  supply.    Germany  reports  a 
continued  in:proverr.ent  in. hog  -  feed  price  relationships,,  as  does  Dennark, 
and  to  a  certain  extent  also  the  Iletherlands.    Poland'  looks  forward  to 
additional  foreign  trade  in  hogs  and  pork  and  is  working  toward  effective 
agreements  with  neighhcring  countries  to  that  end,  in  addition  to  sending 
"bacon  to  the  British  rcarket.    Gerrrany  continues  to  inport  more  cured  pork 
than  was  true  last  year,  but  some  seasonal  factors  reduced  April  ir.rports 
below  those  of  March.    Lard  imports,  however,  showed  a  substantial  in- 
crease for  April.    Prices  have  moved  doirnward  d-oring  the  past  2  mont'is, 
with  the  May  average  under  that  of  last  year. 

"Qnited  gin£.dom 

Tne  high  prices  ruling  for  the  past  2  months  in  the  British  cui-ed 
porK  market  put  the  Liveri'^ool  average  price  of  American  green  bellies  for 
May  at  $22.10  per  100  pounds,  accordir^-  to  cabled  advices  from  Agric-jl- 
t\u-al  Commissioner  Toley  at  London.     That  figure  was  an  advance  of  $1.12 
over  the  April  averai^e,  and  $4.12  ahead  of  May  1928.     In  American  short 
cut  green  ha::is,  the  corrent  average  reached  $25.13  per  100  pounds,  which 
was  5  cents  ahead  of  the  preceding  month  and  $5.74  above  last  year's 
fig-are.    Danish  Wiltshire  sides,  at  $25.69,  ^ere  higher  than  in  1928, 
while  Canadian  green  sides  were  up  $4.83  over  May  1928  at  $24.35.  Total 
British  bacon  imports  for  May  stood  ,;,t  73,126,000  pounds,  an  advance 
over  the  precedii-^g  month  but  nearly  11,000,000  po'unds  below  imports  of  a 
year  a^o.    For  the  season  November  1  to  date,  the  reduction  in  bacon  im- 
ports stands  at  a  point  3.8  per  cent  below  the  same  period  of  the  1927-28 
season,  aecinst  7.9  per  cent  at  tiie  end  of  Max'ch.     Imports  from  the  'Jnited 
States,  at  3,521,000  pounds,  showed  a  sharp  reduction  below  both  the  pre- 
ceding month  and  a  year  ago.     Tl-.e  sm-all  April  fig"xre  places  total  imports 
of  United  States  bacon  for  the  season  so  far  at  a  point  slightly  below 
tnat  of  last  season.     The  share  of  the  total  bacon  import  represented  by 
imports  from  the  Ifaited  States  for  the  season  to  April  50  stands  at  8.7 
per  cent  against  5.0  per  cent  for  the  period  JTovemcer  -  April,  1927-23. 

Imports  of  bacon  from  Dermiark  for  April  rose  slightly  over  the 
March  figure  to  reach  44,051,000  pounds,  but  were  aLmost  9,000,000  po'onds 
below  last  year.    For  the  c-urrent  season  to  date,  British  receipts  of  Danish 
bacon  show  a  decline  of  15.4  per  cent,,  indicatir^  a  considerably  heavier 
reduction  in  bacon  from  that  source  as  against  the  reduction  in  total  bacon 
imports.    Arrivals  from  the  I'etherlands  continue  to  run  heavier  than  those 
of  last  season,  but  the  April  figure  of  9,925,000  pounds  was  a  little  below 
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the  March  level.     The  lead  of  the  current  season  over  a  year  ago  now 
stands  at  34.4  per  cent  against  44.3  per  cent  at  the  end  of  March.  April 
imports  from  the  Irish  Jree  State  made  a  slight  decline  against  "both  the 
preceding  month  and  last  year,  standing  at  3,257,000  pounds.     The  lead  of 
this  season  over  last,  however,  stands  at  17.3  per  cent.    Receipts  from 
Canada  increased  over  March  to  reach  1,543,000  po"ands,  l)ut  remained  well 
"below  last  year's  level. 

Earn  imports  for  April,  coming  largely  from  the  United  States,  in- 
creased more  than  2,000,000  pounds  over  M^rch  to  reach  8,981,000  pounds, 
the  largest-  figixre  for  any  month  since  A-ugust  1S28  and  ahout  1,000,000 
pconds  larger  than  a  year  ago.     The  larger  current  figure  places  the 
season's  cumvdative  total  slightly  aliead  of  that  of  1927-28.     In  spite  of 
the  moderate  imports  of  cured  pork  into  the  United  Kingdom  during  March 
and  April,  Liverpool  stocks  of  hams,  bacon  and  shoulders  at  the  end  of 
April  stood  at  4,054,000  pounds.     Tliat  figure  was  512,000  pounds  higher 
than  stocks  at  the  end  of  March,  but  still  in  keeping  with  the  lower 
stocks  prevailing  so  far  in  1929  as  against  last  year's  figure,  when  im- 
ports were  considerably  heavier  and  prices  Icrer. 

In  lard,   the  British  iiTrport  fig..ire  of  21,612,000  pounds  for  April 
was  slightly  belor'  ii^iports  for  both  March  1929  and  April  1928.     The  March 
1929  fig-ore  was  also  ^jnder  that  of  last  year,  with  the  result  that  the 
cumulative  total  for  the  season  to  date  stsjids  5.1  per  cent  below  that  of 
last  season.    Most  of  the  lard  imported  into  Great  Britain  comes  from  the 
United  States.     In  spite  of  the  reduced  imports,  however,  Liverpool  lard 
stocks  at  the  end  of  April  exceeded  those  of  both  the  preceding  month  and 
last  year  by  more  than  1,000,000  po^onds,  and  were  larger  than  for  any 
month  since  August  1928.     Part  of  the  current  increase  is  due  to  seasonal 
factors.     Prices  at  Liverpool,  however,  averaged  $13.33  per  100  pounds 
for  Anerican  prime  steain  western  lard  d-xring  May,  a  decline  of  21  cents 
below  the  April  averag'e,  against  $13.36  for  May  1923. 

Receipts  of  hogs  at  certain  representative  British  markets  d^oring 
April  retained  the  lead  of  this  season  over  last  by  totaling  53,000  head. 
That  figure,  however,  was  somewhat  seasonally 'lower  than  in  March  to  the 
extent  of  9,000  head.     The  season's  cunulative  total  at  the  end  of  April 
was  10  per  cent,  ahead  of  the  1927-28  season.    Both  seasonal  and  price 
conditions,  however,  appear  to  be  attracting  larger  quantities  of  domes- 
tic sla-'oghter  to  bacon  production  as  against  the  fresh  pork  market.  Sup- 
plies of  British  and  Irish  pork  handled  through  the  London  Central  Markets 
during  April  were  about  1,000,000  pounds  lighter  than  in  either  the  pre- 
ceding month  or  a  year  ago,  totaling  5,416,000  pounds.    A  decline  of  5.9 
per  cent  below  last  season  is  ii)ted  in  the  cu:TiuIative  total  for  the  cur- 
rent season  up  to  the  end  of  April.  ■  The  figure  for  the  number  of  hogs 
killed  in  Ireland  for  bacon  production  d'oring  April  stood  at  78,126  head, 
an  increase  of  nearly  8,000  head  over  March  figures. 
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•  Germany 

Eog  receipts  at  14  German  cities  for  May  moved  downward  as  against 
April  receipts  to  roacli  272,000  head,  according  to  preliminary  informa- 
tion cabled  Dy  Acting  Agricultural  Goffimis^ioner  0.  L.  Dawson  at  Berlin. 
The  current  figare  was  83,000  head  Delow  that  of  last  year.    Hog  slaughter- 
ing during  April  at  35  centers  also  dropped  materially  "below  the  levels  of 
March  1929  and  April  1928,  and  stood  at  395,000  head.     Killings  for  the 
current  season  to  April  30  nave  run  13.3  per  cent  helcw  the  1927-28  season. 
The  Berlin  averr're  price  of  heavy  hogs  during  ),'a.y  wae  dcvn  93  cents  per 
100  pounds  from  the  high  April  level  to  reach  $15.37.-    That  fig^are,  however, 
was  a  gain  of  $3.15  over  the  May  1928  average.     Coincident  with  the  upwaxd 
with  the  upward  niovement  in  hog  prices  during  April,  there  was  a  decline  of 
12  cents  per  100  pounds  in  the  Breslau' average  price  of  feed  potatoes  helow 
the  March  average,  and  a  slight  drop  in  the  Leipzig  average  price  of  harley, 
A  year  ago,  feed  prices  moved  upward.     Additional  favorahle  features,  there- 
fore, have  entered  the  hog. feeding  industry  in  Germany. 

The  seasonally  smaller  hacon  imports  into  C-ermany  for  April,  which 
totaled-  772,000  po'onds,  were  still  354,000  pounds  greater  than  a  year-  a^o. 
The  excess  of  "bacon  imports  for  the  current  season  over  a  year  ago  reached 
10.6  per  cent  "by  April  30.     Lard  imports,  principally  from  the  United 
States,  stood  at  22, 928 ,000  pounds ,  more  than  5,000,000  pounds  larger  than 
in  March,  and  over  4,000,000  poionds  larger  than  those  of  last  year.  Lard 
imports  for  the  current  season  continue  to  run  ahead  of  1927-28,  the  lead 
as  of  April  30  arao'jnting  to  14.3  per  cent  against  12.3  per  cent  at  the  end 
of  March.    Hamhurg  lard  prices  in  May  averaged  $13*85  per  100  pounds,  a 
drop  of  28  cents  "below  the  April  level.     The  May  1928  average  was  $14,32 

In  a  recont  special  report  on  the  hog  situation  in  northern  Europe, 
Mr.  Dawson  pointed  out  that  in  the  next  fe-:  weeks  there  would  "be  a  sharp 
reduction  in  the  spread  "between  current  hog  prices  in  Germany  as  against 
those  of  last  year,  owing  to  the  upward  movement  which  began  in  May  1928, 
That  movement  has  been  carried  out  so  far  to  the  extent  of  reducing  the 
difference  from  about  $6.00  per  100  pounds  early  in  April  to  $2,70  at  the 
end  of  May.     The  shrinkage  has  been  hastened  by  a  slight  downward  tendency 
in  the  last  2  months.     The  hog  -  feed  ratio  has  become  steadily  more  favor- 
able than  at  any  other  period  of  the  past  2  years.    Hog  fattening  has  been 
considered  profitable  since  the  latter  part  of  1928,  following  a  long 
period  of  little  or  no^  return.    Feed  prices  have  been  relatively  high  dur- 
ing 1928  and  1929,  but' hog  prices  have  been  relatively  higher.    The  Decem- 
ber 1928  census  of  hogs  in  Germany  showed  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
young  sows  as  against  the  preceding  December,     There  is  some  indica.tion, 
therefore,  that  even  before  last  December  producers  began  to  react  to  the 
more  favorable  hoe.  -  feed  price  situation. 
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%  Denmark 

Total  Danish  "bacon  exports  for  Al^ril  increased  slightly  over  March 
to  reach  42,188,000  pounds,  tut  that  figare  was  more  than  8,000,000  pounds 
under  the  exports  of  a  year  ago,  according  to  preliminary  figares.  April 
1929,  however,  was  the  third  consecutive  month  to  show  some  increass  over 
the  preceding  month.    Usually  there  is  a  decline  in  April  shipments,  hut 
the  relative  scarcity  of  European  e::q)ort  "bacor  appears  to  have  eliminated 
that  feature  this  season.    Mr.  Dawson  observes  that  hog  slaughter  in  Den- 
mark is  expected  to  run  "below  1928  throughout  the  current  year.     The  hog  - 
fedd  price  situation  in  Denmark,  however,  reached  a  level  encouraging  to 
hog  production  duri2:g  the  last  quarter  of  1928,    Reports  indicate  that 
some  "breeders  proha"bly  anticipated  the  favorahle  turn  of  events  and  made 
plans  to  increase  "breedings ^     There  has  heen  a  general  increase  in  the 
price  of  young  pigs.    Planr  are  under  consideration  for  some  additions  to 
the  country's  slaughtering  capacity. 

•  Netherlands 

The  hog  situation  during  April  was  reported  hy  Mr.  Dawson  as  con- 
tinuing favoralle  to  producers,  with  "bacon  finding  a  good  niarket  in  Eng- 
land,   Toward  the  end  of  the  month,  however,  there  appeared  to  he  some 
lessening  of  English  demand.     The  numher  of  hogs  in  the  Netherlands  has 
sho'.TO  a  tendency  to  increase  since  late  in  1928,     Figures  for  February  1 
show  ^a.ins  in  most  age  classes,  hut  the  total  remains  helow  that  of  the 
preceding  yea.r.     There  was  an  increase  in  the  numher  of  sows  in  farrow 
against  those  so  reported  as  of  October  29,  1928.     Increases  also  appear 
for  feeder  and  fat  hogs  and  bacon  hogs.     Since  last  November,  Netherlands 
hog  producers  have  been  reported  as  again  considering  hog  feeding  profit- 
able, following  the  unprof ita'ble  first  half  of  1928.    AH  sections  of  the 
country,  however,  do  not  report  ^universal  favorable  returns.    Pork  prices 
have  remained  more  or  less  steady  since  November  1,  but  corn  prices  have 
increased  slightly  in  recent  months.    Barley  and  potato  prices,  however, 
have  had  a  tendency  ""o  decline,  as  is  the  cost  in  Germany. 

United  States  and  Canada 

Inspected  hog  slaughter  in  the  United  States  for  April  stood  at 
3,?51»000  head,  a  figure  somewhat  larger  than  for  both  the  preceding 
month  and  a  year  earlier.     April  slaughterings  are  usually  smaller  than 
those  of  March.     The  season's  cumulative  total  to  April  30  was  1,9  per 
cent  below  the  corresx^onding  period  of  last  season.     The  Canadian  in- 
spected slaughter  made  a  seasonal  decline  in  April,  totaling  208,000  hPad, 
The  easier  tendency  in  hog  -nrices  noted  in  April  was  carried  into  May. 
Tlie  Chicago  average  for  May  1  -  27,  basis  of  packers^  and  shippers^  quo- 
tations, stood  at  $10.94  per  100  pounds,  a  decline  of  47  cents  below  the 
April  average,  but  $1.32  above  May  1928.     Coincident  v/ith  the  May  decline 
in  hog  pricP'Ss  No.  3  yellow  corn  at  Chicago  fell  off  4  cents  per  100 
pounds  from  April  levels  to  reach  $1.57  for  the  period  May  1  -  27,  against 
$1,93  a  year  ag-o.     The  decline  below  April  in  corn  was  relatively  greater 
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than  the  drop  in  hog  pricec,  which  improved  the  corn  -  hog  ratio  for  I'ay 
as  against  that  cf  April.     The  situation  in  both  months,  hoTrever,  was 
considerably  more  favorable  to  feeding  than  that  of  a  year  ago. 

Lard  ezports  made  a  seasonal  decline  in  April,  totaling  59,144,000 
potuids,  but  at  that  figure  they  were  more  than  2,500,000  pounds  greater 
than  in  April  1928.     Tl'.e  season's  total  exports  to  April  30  were  larger 
than  those  of  1927-28  by  10  per  cent.     In  spite  cf  the  larger  export,  how- 
ever, United  States  stocks  of  lard  in  cold  storage  continue  to  increase 
unusually  rapidly,  the  prelirdnaiy  April  30  figures  of  134,705,000  pounds 
being  6.7  per  cent  above  the  April  1928  level  and  the  heoviest  stocks  for 
any  April  of  the  past  5  years.    For  the  first  time  since  last  December, 
Chicago  lard  prices  during  May  have  averaged  lower  than  for  the  preceding 
year.    For  the  period  Hay  1  -  24,  prime  steam  western  lard  averaged  S12.8S 
per  100  pounds,  a  point  37  cents  below  the  April  average  and  22  cjents  be- 
lov;  last  year. 

In  April,  exports  to  the  United  Kingdom,  the  leading  foreign  buyer, 
Ajnerican  lard  reached  only  17,855,000  pounds,  the  smallest  export  since 
November  1928,  and  rlso  below  that  of  April  1928.    For  the  second  consecu- 
tive month,  the  cuarc.lative  total  for  the  season  ran  behind  that  of  last 
season,  the  decline  as  of  April  30  amounting  to  1.6  per  cent.    Experts  to 
Germany,  while  also  unucually  low  for  this  season  at  lc,040,C'X  pounds, 
were  larger  than  last  year,  and  helped  keep  the  season's  total  28,9  per 
cent  ahead  of  the  1927-28  season.     Lard  exports  to  Cuba,  however,  increased 
somewhat  over  both  Llarch  1929  and  April  1928  to  reach  7,209,000  pounds  . 

In  hams  and  shoulders,  total  exports  for  April  advanced  to 
13,857,000  pounds,  more  then  2,500,000  pounds  larger  than  the  exports  of 
either  the  preceding  month  or  a  year  ago,  and  the  largest  for  any  month 
since  August  19?.:.     The  increase  in  April  brought  the  total  for  the  season 
to  a  point  only  slightly  under  that  of  last  year.    About  87  per  cent,  or 
12,034,000  pounds,  of  the  April  total  went  to  the  United  Kingdom,  maMng 
the  largest  export  to  that  market  since  last  June,    The  season's  total  ex- 
ports to  that  market,  however,  still  run  behind  those  of  last  season.  Can- 
ada also  took  more  American  houns  and  shoulders  in  April  but  Cuba  took  less. 

Bacon  exports  made  the  usual  April  decline,  but  the  total  of 
10,225,000  pounds  exported  was  slightly  ahead  of  figures  for  April  last 
year.    Total  exports  for  the  season  to  April  50  were  1,2  per  cent  below 
the  figure  for  the  same  period  of  the  1927-28  ??ason.     The  share  feoing  to 
G-reat  Britain,  however,  reached  5,027  ,000  pounds,  the  largest  quantity  so 
exported  in  any  month  since  July  1928,  and  1,324,000  po^inds  ahead  of  April 
last  year.     The  season's  cumulative  total  was  15.1  per  cent  ahead  of  1927-28 
on  April  3C,  against  10.6  per  cent  at  the  end  of  Warch.    Fxports  to  Germany 
during  April  reached  only  515,000  po^onds,  and  were  under  those  of  both  the 
preceding  month  and  ^.  year  ago.    Exports  to  Cuba  also  fell  off  .to  1,028,000 
po^mds.     Total  exports  t-  that  country  for  the  season  so  far  have  run  20,2 
•ze-  c".nt  behind  l92^'-2«.

Most  of  this  decline  was  in  Southern  Hemisphere  stxpplies,  but  from 
European  exporting  countries  alone,  instead  of  any  seasonal  increase  in 
there  was  an  act^oal  decline  from  44,506,000  pounds  in  March  to 
43,d16,000  pounds.    Hat  withstanding  the  qheck 'upon  siipplies,  particularly 
from  Sjropeen  so^arces,  Danish  butter  quotations  have  averaged  lower  as 
compared  ^.vith  corresponding  periods  of  lg.st  year  by  about  4  cents  during 
April  .3jid  2  cents  diuring  May.     Cheddar  cheese -prices  in  London  are  also

In  the.  foreign  trade  of  the  United  States,  exportation  of  con- 
densed and  evaporated  milk  and  importation  of  butter  and  cheese' were 
practicallv  the  same  during  April  of  this  year  as  a  year  ago.  Importation 
of  cream  anci  milk  has  fallen  o:^' mater ially.    An  increase  of  50  per  cent  in 
the  import  duty  on  fresh  cream  and  milk  imported  into  the  United  States  will 
be  effective  cn,  Jime  13.     The  rates  will  then  be  30  cents  per  gallon  and 
3-3/4  cents  per  gallon,  respectively.     The  season  during  which  butter  is 
normally  i^'ported  is  now  past  and  the  period  of  normeJly  -heaviest  shipment 
of  Canadian  cream  and  m.ilk  is  at  hand.     With  the  increase  in  the  duty  on 
fluid  milk  and  cream,  however,  it  is  probable  that  any  further  v^reakening  of 
foreign  ma;fkets  for  dairy  products  would  be  reflected  in  the  United  States 
largely  by  increased  imports  of  cheese. ^

March  gradings  of  butter  and  cheese  in  Hew  .Zealand  indicate  con-  ■ 
tinued  increase  in  production  over  the  previous  Marqh  and  a  total  increase 
in  butterfat  production  for  the  8  months  of  the  seasonal  year  over  the 
corresponding  months  of  the  previous  season  of  10..9  .per  .cent.  During 
March,  gradings  amounted  to  14,499,520  po^jnds  of  butter  and  .19,393,920  ' 
pounds  of  cheese,  representing  increases  over  Mar.ch  1928,  of  8  per  cent  and 
20  per  cent  respectively.     During  the  8  months'-  period,  .increases  over  the 
corresponding  period  of  the  preceding  season  amounted  to  9  per  cent  in 
butter  graded  and  14  per  cent  in  cheese.     It  is  apparent  that  the  us-'oal 
practice  of  turning  during  the  latter  part  of  the  . saax^on  .to  -relat ively 
heavier  manufacture  of'  cheese  in  the  dual  factories,  is  being -adopted  this 
season.     Shipments  of  butter  from  New  Zealand  to  .Canada  .have  amo-unted 
dioring  the  8  months,  August  1928  to  March  1929,  inclusive,  to  .26,208,000 
po-onds,  or  18  per  cent  of  tho  total  quantity  exported,  according  to  the 
New  Zealand  Dairy  Produce  Exporter  of  April  18,  .1929, .  .As  pointed  out  in 
this,  the  official  organ  of  the  New  Zealand  Dairy .Produce .Export .Control 
Bo-ard,  shipments  of  such  magnitude  to  Canada  have  tended. to  relieve  Brit- 
ish markets  from  the  fxill  depressing  effect  of  the  heavy  production  in 
New  Zealand  during  the  current  season.

Australian  dairy  production  wan  -unusually  well  maintained  up  to  the 
time  of  latest  reports  as  of  April  13»    Eainy  and  warm  weather  was  general 
in  the  important  dairy  states  o.nd  the  quantities  coming  forward  for  grading 
at  the  principal  ports  v;ere  much  in  excess  of  those  of  corresponding  dates 
last  year,    IXiring  the  week  ended  Api.-il  13,  yradirfs  at  Sydney,  Melbourne, 
and  Brisbane,  amounted  in  all  to  5,113,000  pounds  against  3,763,000  pounds 
during  the  corresponding  week  of  the  previous  season,    Sliipments  afloat 
from  Australia  were  reported  as  of  M^-y  11,  at  8,400,000  pounds  against 
12,830,000  pounds  on  May  12,  1928,  when  the  close  of  the  season  was  unusu- 
ally favorable,  and  3,136,000  poiands  two  years  ago.
